Yuri Nosenko, who claimed to 
be a high-ranking officer In the 
KOn with first-hand knowledge of 
the Oswald ctise, was freed In 1IKI7 
when CIA offirl.als i ould no longer 
Justify such extreme measures in 
the altscnce of solid evidence that 
he was an Imposter, the sources 
said yesterday. 

Suspicion of No.senkn's story, 
which a Warren Commission docu- 
ment said “If true, would certainly 
go n long way toward showing that 
the Soviet Union had no part In Hie 
assns.sinatlon” of Preslflent Kenne- 
dy, was based mainly on llie eolncl- 
dence In timing lictwecn the Nov. 
22, 1903 slaying and No.senko’s 
•Icfecllon In Feb. H(64, Ilic sources 
said. 

Warren Commission files give 
no Inilicatioii that the panel was 
ever Informed of the CIA's suspi- 
cions about Nosenko. A reecntly 
released CIA memo shows that 
James Angleton. then head of CIA 
«-mintorintelligrnii>, told the enni- 
inission that the CIA had no Infor- 
mation that would either prove or 
disprove Nosenko's story. 

The conditions of Nosenko's 


confinetnent were first descrilred 
In the Hockefeller Commission’s 
report htit without mentioning his 
name or linking him to the investi- 
gation of the Kennedy assassina- 
tion. 

"A defector was Involuntarily 
confined In a CIA insinllnlion for 
a|»proxhnalely three years,” the 
reptirt Issued In.st June said. "For 
imieh of this time the ilefcetor was 
held in solitary confinement under 
eximnely spartan living condi- 
llons."

Sources familiar with the case 
said Nosenko waS confined in a 
building which was “equivalent to 
Army barracks,” where he had a 
bed. chair and toilet but no contact 
with other people. One former 
intelligence official familiar with 
the case said No.senko was subject- 
ed to “ho.stile interrogation" but 
was not physically abused.
